work under the contractor and when we work without him. Still, many of us don't realize this for they  — 
believe the contractors who promise many things that are LIES! When we work under the contractors we are | 


not having the full pay of our labor. Most of it goes to their pockets and the smallest part of it in our. 


stomachs, It may be you are wondering how it comes this way. Let us solve their lies in a simple arith. 
metic. For instance, the prevailing wage is 20¢ an hour. The contractors will give to the boys 15¢ ss lee. a 
--and have 5¢ an hour from every boy for himself. They charge 65¢ to 85¢ a day for board and the saa = 
will be 85¢ to 75¢ for us. Sometimes the boys don't work every day, for the work is only seasonal, 
what will happen to their little income at the end of the month? It will be all in the pockets of the ; 
_ contractors and the poor boys are over-drawn and are forced to stick in camps until each paid all over- | 
-drawals. 


Sometimes, a contractor, knowing the boys have some money coming, will leave camp explain- 
ing he is going to seek work for boys,giving perfect assurance he will be back after 3 or less days. 
But when contractor believes. sufficient time passed 
for boys to use up in board all he owes, Mr. contractor comes back’ and tells more lies.
